Isn’t it beautiful? The lumbermen who use our national forests achieve this 
effect through a practice called “clearcutting”—denuding an area of all its 
trees instead of selecting just those trees ready for harvest and cutting them. 

Defenders of this practice in the lumber industry and U.S. Forest Service say 
it speeds up new growth and provides protection for watersheds, shelter for 
animals and recreation for man. In some cases this is true. But in others—like 
this one in the Bitterroot National Forest of Montana—it definitely is not true. 

Only through public awareness can outrages like this be prevented in the 
future.
